j.roposed  a  reduction  of  salary,  or  his  dl-clia^-,^;.  they  would 
l:.cve  found  no  difilcidty  in  .settling  with  him  in  a  kind  and 
Christian-like  manner ;  or  had  they  carried  out  the  proposal 
of  referring  the  matter  to  arbitration.  tJiat,  :d'-o,  wcmld  have 
bw  u  satisfactory  to  hiii;.  af.d  :»  jii>l  ;;».d   ho'.ouJiiDe  proct  e.J- 
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ins;  lut,  fis  tlu^  tli  I  not  ehoose  eitliov  ol    thoM'  courses,  l:iw, 
or  tin;  abnetiation  ot"  his  ri<ihts  only  veuiained  to  liini. 

llacl  his  en-a-enient  with  the  City  Mission  Society  been  at, 
all  times  his  only  resource,  or  the  most  remunerative  withiu 
his  grasp,  it  mi.i^ht  liave  })een  n-i^arded  as  a  mercenary  prefer- 
ence on  liiH  part;  b»it  such  has  not  been  the  case,     i^'oposals 
have  from  time  to  time  been  made  him,  which,  in  one  case  at 
least,  lie  was  induced  to  decline  by  the  reasonin--  of  those  very 
men  by  whom  he  is  now  so  cruelly  betrayed.     T  allude  to  that 
of  his  personal  friend,  Mr.  Robinson,  of  Collingwood,  l>y  whom 
he  was  offered  exactly  the  same  income  as  that  he  then  enjoy- 
ed here— .£100  per  annum— together  with  a  cottage,  and   ap- 
partenances  for  his  family   accommodation.     An   ecpially   ad 
Wntageous  offer,   though"  different  in   its  details,  was  subse- 
qaently  made  him  by  Major  Stuart,  of  Lora,  Thornbury. 

Had  n  more  kindly  and  upright  course  been  adopted  l)y  the 
Committee,  there  can  be  no  doul)t  that  the  same  zeal  in  the 
ciwse  of  his  Redeemer,  which  has  led  Mr.  Stewart  so  long  to 
continue  his  unrequited  labours,  would  ha\e  also  induced  him 
cheerfully  to  acquiese  in  any  fair  and  rcasoimblc  adjustment  of 
the  ca3e,"^even  to  his  own  loss.  But,  unhappily  for  the  honom- 
of  Christianity,  more  by  far  than  for  the  welfare  of  any  indi- 
vidual, such  a  course  lias  not  been  pursued. 

Mr.  Stewart "s  long  experience  in  this  parti«.-uliir  Itianch  of 
the  Christian  ministry,  his  grave  and  gentle  manners,  his  un- 
pretending tcmp<.'ramcnt,  and  in  every  sense  strictly  moral 
conduct,  based  as  that  morality  is  upon  Christian  princij.le,  his 
laborious  course,  and  tlie  success  which  has  attended  tlioje 
labours,  together  witli  trials  of  an  oppressive  nature,  combine 
to  render  him  :ni  object  of  re<pect.  sympathy,  and  gratitude, 
in   no  ordiiiary  degree. 

That  thirty-two  yeais  of  zealous  dcvoti«m  to  the  improve- 
raent  of  soci./ty  by  th..^  dlv-eminutiun  of  Cl-ristian  inst  ruction  % 
Hcventeen  of  then;   hrvh-   passed   Uro'Ab  ^.ur  own  persond 
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(ibstrvation,  ami  the  cfilcieiu-y  t»f  which  i*-  <.'vi«I<'nt<-d  in  l>i« 
Band  of  Hope,  also  in  his  Sunday  .School  children,  numbering 
107,  collected  and  kept  together  during  all  thowe  months  with 
viuabated  as  well  as  unre(|uitt'd  labour,  besides  his  visits  to  the 
various  public  institutions,  and  liis  attention  to  the  sick  aiid 
j.oor,  whoso  physical  wants  are  not  unfrequently  relieved 
tlirough  hi.s  instrumentality, — Tliut  all  this  undeniable  use- 
fulness, unsullied  as  it  is  by  any  imputation  of  immorality  or 
Impropriety  of  demcaiior,  should  be  allowed  to  terminato  in  his 
being  wronged  (mt  of  .^(122.79  of  his  promised  and  \v.  !i-t.:irned 
Income,  and  a  bailitf  being  sent  to  seize  upon  the  acimmnoda.- 
lions  ol'liis  huiii})le  a)>ode  (for  costs  of  court)  to  (^tuisunimate 
that  bitter  wrong,  is  truly  lamentable,  not  only  as  an  injury 
iiffiicted  upon  an  iiidividp:il.  but  intinitely  more  so  as  bringing 
vandal  upon  that,  hi»ly  rrliiiioii  jtrofcssod  alike  by  the  inflictov« 
;;iid  suft'ercr  of  such  wrong.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
'iich  conduct  as  this  in  professing  ('hrlstians  lias  tended, 
naturally  and  more  powei-fully  thati  almost  any  other  (;ause,  to 
the  fearful  increase  of  infidelity  which  marks  our  day.  For 
who  will  judge  of  the  tree  otherwise  than  l)y  It«'  fruit  ?  and 
wlio,  in  general,  will  stop  to  discriminate  Ijeiween  the  genuine 
Lr.d  the  spurious  tree?  And  who  can  ever  know  the  inter- 
minable windings  of  the  human  heart,  «!ven  where  there  is  no 
conscious  hypocracy  ?  In  the  case  under  consideration  the 
writer  would  fain  hope  that  though  it  may  be  impossible  to  reverse 
the  sentence  of  the  court,  yet  that  some  substantial  proof  of 
sympathy  may  not  I'C  wanting  to  afford  such  consolation  to  the 
iufferer  as  his  position  so  urgently  d(nnands,  being  threatened  by 
«ome  of  the  defendants  that  if  he  brought  them  to  law  it  would 
not  leave  him  one  friend  in  Toronto.  llicli  men's  evidence 
has  in  tills  case  had  its  t^fl't'ct  in  eiushlug  the  poor  man.  May 
&it>  syjupntliies  of  all  right-minded  people  constrain  tliem 
to  <end  up  their  jtrayers  U)  the  ijoru  that  lie  may  maintain 
the  cause  of  tlie  afflicted  ami  the  riglit  of  tlie  poor.  But  the 
oppression  of  the  poor,  and  tlic  .vuceess  of  w-rong  doer-s,  has 
tVoui  tiuj''   iuu.;teiuortal  been  a  mystery  tc  ^'iort-'-i^-Lted  m.^n,
